The main point to 
which tlieir inspection was especially 
directed was tlie food, cloliiiiig, treat 
ment and well-being of tho inmates 
of the Asylum, as well as its financial 
maiiageinciit. 'i'hey reported llnding 
Ihe food Biipiiiieil pl.:iili('ii!, in silHl- 
ciciil vai iely, cleanly and well served ; 
especial altention iieing given to that 
given the hick sod olheis who couhl 
not sit al the yi rieial talile. 'I'licy 
found the clolhiiiK liirniHlii il, for hnlh 
male and leiiialc, of superior (|nality 
and respcctalile appearance. Tliey 
were nun li plensed with the cleanly 
appearance of tho bod-rootus, dining- 
room, silliiig-roums aud halls, also 
with Ihe inanncrof heating tha whole 
building, the heating apparatus be- 
ing suUicieut to keep the building at 
a high temperature in the aevereat 
weather. Itegarding the flnanecs 
ibey rfported them managed wilb 
Intelligent economy and with a do 
ar«o oCAMAMMai ip the interest of

pcrtaiaing to the Instltulioo, both 
while and colored, was found to be 
in ezeellent eondition. It having 
been charged that one Bobert Hen- 
dricks, a lunatle, sent from Franklin, 
Simpson county, bad been cruelly 
ircaicd and foully dealt with, by the 
ciiipioyesof the Asylum, a fnll and 
ihoruugb examination concerning 
Slid obarses wu made, the Superin- 
tendent, Dr. .las. Bodman,theoilBcers 
and employes all manifesting, not 
only a desire, but a determination to 
have the matter fully put forth as 
the proof warranted, and the com- 
mitteu failed to develop any fact to 
Buslain said charge, the proof show- 
ing tbat Hendricks was kindly treat- 
ed, receiving all tho medical atten- 
tion necessary from the time be was 
received np to 1 o'clock, r M., on the 
day lie eloped, and tbat he was In 
better mental as well as physical con- 
condition at Hie limo of bis elope- 
ment than at any lime sinco his re- 
ception, Ihe proof further sliowinff 
that he was acconied tho privilege 
of going lo spring several hiiiidrcii 
yards from the Aiyliiiii for water, 
and on lljii occaarloii look advanlat:e 
of Ihe opportuiiily to escape, and a 
ililigeul searcli failed lo elicit his 
whcreahoiils, nor has he ever been 
liearii from since. 

The water supply ohtainod from 
springs and cisterns while sufiicieiil 
niiiler ordinary circiiniHlances was 
reported (o llio coniinitlee as being 
instinicient in case of diouth, and af- 
ter a confeience with tho Hoard of 
t'oiiiniisHioncrs and Superintendent 
an act was prepared authorizing said 
Hoard lo use any surplus money they 
have to that and. finding also that 
Ihe general law in regard lo disinisu- 
al of patients from the Asylum should 
lie amended, lliey prepared an act 
locikirif; to tlial end, which will meet 
the approval of the management of 
all tho .Vsyliinis in llio Slate, and the 
conimilli e tvill insist upon tho pas- 
sage of hoih a< ts. No appropriation 
Is asked iu cither.

And so success- 
ful were the outlaws in evading ar- 
rest that lillle was known of their 
slrcnf;lli and pi'r^nnnel. Lately there 
iias been as c.\cepiiunal number of 
robberies and olliccrs were started af- 
ter Iho gang, delermined not to stop 
persiiit until lliey had been put iiniler 
arrest. 'I'lie band was known to iie 
ill Wayne county, and there, alter 
persistent effurl, twuof the ringlead- 
ers, brolhurs, named Charlen and 
Siephoii Kelly, were captured. The 
two men wore coiilincd in tbe county 
jail, and In the hope oflicltering their 
trial, they mado a confession, whieir 
though slarlling in ils nature, only 
conlirm what lias been generally 
known. 

The Kellys said lliey wero meiiiliors 
of a band of twelve men recruited in 
Ohio, iiontucky and West Virginia, 
who had Indulged in robberies and 
iiiiadi r as a trade, but their motto 
was "never kill unless uuiupclled to 
do so to4(sln your end." 

In the cODlesslon the Kellys named 
as the members of their band an idd 
man named Merida Werkmaii, who 
lias served hia titnt;. Thoy further 
said that lliey bad shot and killed 
Kdward Busb, near Cercdo, last 
year, and that tbcv bad robbed I". 
Lyman .S: llm. , at I iiiiik irk ; the store 
of .1. H. Newman C'o , al tlie mouth 
ofllerry Kork, and several private 
roaidoneea and stores al (luaudotte, 
across the river from the river frojn 
Ibis place. I'bu gang robbed, upon 
inrormation furnislied by a woman 
named Melissa Uadtram, tlio lioiise 
ofM. il. Bayard, near Cuandotto. 
This woman was U'.imI as a dccoc In 
lind out il r.iyard hail lMiini'\ al liis 
house. Tlic woman is under arrest 
here. 

The prisoners stated that on the 
night (Jen. Vi'alker was wounded 
near Huiitiu<.'lon they nereontlieir 
way home and shut ai some one sup- 
posed to be walker. They intended 
to kill him. 'I'hey reci.ntlv robbed a 
country atore in Ohio, not lar from 
llie river, and in the iiei;;libinlK'od of 
ltiiiitin;^'lon, besides parlii-ipalin<; in 
varioiiHotlierrobberies. Last 'I'liurs- 
day niglit they intended to rob .M. 
I.aiider & l'o.'.s store at Uound llot- 
loiii, and .Monday niglil thoy intend- 
ed robbing ("ox's store at Co.x's 
Landing, Cnblo counly, after which 
they would li,nve traiiaferrod opera- 
lions to Kentucky. I'lie names of 
tile gang are know n and more ar- 
rests will be made in a lew days.
